CHINA’S CONSTITUTION 


It Gives Unusually Broad Powers to 
resident of Republic 

Pekin, May 1.—The amended con- 
stitution for the republic of China, 
which was formally promulgated to- 
day, is notable for the widespread 
powers it gives the president. 

The president is empowered to con- 
voke, open, suspend, close and dis- 
solve the legislature; submit to it 
the budget as well as other bills, and 
refer back to the legislature for re- 
consideration bills already passed by 
it; if such measures are repassed by 
a three-fourths majority, the presi- 
dent may, with the consent of the ad- 
still withhold 


ministrative council, 
their promuigation. 
The president is given sole eee 
to appoint and dismiss civil and-mili- 
tary officials, to declare war and con- 
clude peace, and he will be in com- 
plete control of the army and navy as 
Well as of all expenditures for those 
branches of the government.

ANCIENT HIGH FINANCE. 


When White Deerskins Passed as Cur- 
rency In China. 

In China, the first country to use 
| banknotes, certain skins were once of 
| such great value that they were ac- 
| cepted us cash, passing from hand to 
| hand in the same way as banknotes of 
| the present day. The negotiability of 
these skins was established in this way: 

The Emperor Ou Ti, being in want of 
| money, gave his treasurer to under- 
stand that such a state of affairs must 
| not continue. At that time it was cus- 

tomary for princes and courtiers on en- 
: tering the royal presence to cover their 
faces with pieces of skin. Taking 2d- 
| Vantage of this custom, the treasurer 
procured the issuance of a decree for- 
bidding the use of any other skins for 
this purpose save those of a certain spe- 
cies of white deer in the royal parks. 
| Immediately, of course, there arose a 
demand for pieces of these skins, 
| which. being a monopoly, were sold at 
| a high price. e 

Thus were the royal coffers refilled. 

The steady value of the skins thus ob- 
tained made them readily a substitute 
for coin of the realm. 
In the Russian seal fisheries of Alas- 
| ka the workmen were formerly paid in 
| the currency stamped on squares of 
| walrus hide.—Washington Star.

| Wyoming Has Many High Mountains. 
| Wyoming has nine mountains exceed- 


three approach the 14,000 foot mark, 
according to the United States geologt- 
| cal survey. They are Gannett peak, 
| 13.785 feet; Grand Teton, 13,747 feet, 
j and Fremont peak, 13.730 feet. Cloud 
peak, one of the most beautiful moun 
tuins in the state, is 13.750 feet above 
sea level. Besides these mountains 
Wyoming has thirty-one other named 
peaks upward of 12,000 feet in height 
und some forty unnamed mountains 
which exceed thut altitude. 

An interesting story might be written 
of the thousands of lofty unnamed 
mountain peaks of the west which are 
nearly double the beight of the very 
highest mountains in the entire Ap- 
pulachian mountain system in the east- 
ern portion of the country. Cvlorado 
' alone has dozens of mountains with- 
out name which are more than doue 
the height of our most lofty eastern 
; mountain.

MARRIAGES 


Lice se Permits Must 8e Used. 


Within Six Months 


Under the new act of 
ture, which became a law this weck 


on the signature of Goy. Walsh, it will, 


be impossible for anyone to obtain a 
marriage license and carry it about 
in the pocket for an indefinite length 
of time waiting for the prospective 
bride to make up her mind whether 
she really wants to be married or not. 

It has often happened that a pro- 
spective groom has paid his good dol- 
lar for a marriage license and at the 
last minute almost the prospective 
bride hesitates and the ceremony is 
off for a time. 

Under the old law the license held 
good until used. Now, however if at 
the end of six months the license is 
not used it becomes invalid and must 
be returned to the office of the issu- 
ing clerk. Failure to return the un- 
used license means a fine. Although 
the unused license must be returned 
no mention is made of the dollar paid 
for it, and the chances are that the 
disappointed holder of the license 
will have to whistle against the wind 
for his dollar. 

The object of the law according to 
Representative Cronin of Boston who 
introduced it, is to correct several 
abuses that are said to have existed 
under the old law that covered an in- 
definite period of time. It will also 
prevent persons with wrongful intent 
from using marriage certificates to 
attain their own unlawful ends. 

In case of serious illness, or other 
good and sufficient reason, persons 
{ntending marriage are obliged to 
postpone the ceremony beyond six 
months, the original license may be 
returned and a new one will be _ is- 
sued without extra charge.

Opportunity offering, she 
suddenly dashed forward, produced 
the cleaver from under her cloak and 
wes successful in slashing the picture 
a number of times before byStanders 
seized her. 

Mrs, Wood was accompanied by a 
man, who attempted to impede those 
persons who restrained her. Specta- 
tors of the incident turned on him and 
beat him with their fists. When the 
police appeared on the scene Mrs. 
Wood was handed over to them. 


UNKNOWN STEAMER

Halifax, May 5.—An unknowns

call our setters, of the houses we fre- 
quent and all of those who receive and 
buy our stolen goods. I have solemnly 
charged this honest man and have re- 
eeived his promise upon oath that 
whenever he hears of any rogue to be 
| tried for robbery or housebreaking he 
will look into his list and if he finds 
there the name of the thief concerned 
to send the whole paper to the govern- 
ment. Of this I here give my com- 
panions fair and public warning and 
hope they will take it.”

HOAXED THE STATESMEN. 


And at the Same Time Paul Birault 
Proved His Proposition. 

Paul Birault. a writer on the Paris 
Eclair, contended that too many stat- 
ues were being erected all over France 
to obscure heroes, tuo many official 
speeches made to celebrate intellectual 
nonenities, and Radical politicians gen- 
erally are the blindest leaders of the 
blind. 

To prove his theory that this was due 
to the fact that the living were delight- 
ed by public posing, be invented a cel- 
ebrity to glorify and called him Hege- 
sippe Simon. No such man ever exist- 
ed, but he described him in his letter 
as a most wonderful precursor of moi- 
ern light and progress.

“Darkness fades when the sun rises,” 
representing it xs the most remarkable 
dictum of the remarkable Hegesippe 
Simon. 

Under this glorious motto he placed 
the title of his bogus committee, which 
he dubbed “public committee for the 
celebration of the centenary of Hege- 
sippe Simon.” He selected the names 
of 100 Radical deputies in alphabetical 
order and sent them each a letter, in 
which he said: “Thanks to the liberal- 
ity of a generous donor, the disciples 
of Uegesippe Simon are now enabled 
to erect a statue in his honor.

Under the new law only two kinds 
of matches will be in use—the so called 
“safety” maatch, which ignites when 
scratched on a specially prepared sur- 
face on the side of the box, and the 
double tip mateh, which can be ig- 
nited on any dry surface after the man- 
ner of the white phosphorus match 
The main ingredient of the “safety” 
match is chlorate of potash, while the 
surface on which it is to be lighted Is 
painted with red phosphorus. The sub- 
stance used for the double tip match is 
sesquisulphide of phosphorus, a com- 
pound of a comparatively harmless 
nature. In muking these matches the 
first dip counts the end of the match 


| with an inert substance which keeps 


the match burning after it is lighted, ; 
while the second dip places on the 
end of this substance the sesquisul- 
phide tip. A temperature of over 300 
degrees F. is required for igniting 
these matches. They cannot be ignited 
through being stepped on, they do not 
spark or fly and are not explosive.

“It must, however, be understood 
that the guns do not belong to the 
| union, but belong to the men them- | 
, Selves,” he added. “If we should 
order the strikers to bring their gins 
'to headquarters and turn them over to 
us we would not get 10 percent of 
them.” . 
| The union leaders announced that! 
, (Wo mass meetings would be held to- | 
| day. These meetings will be attend- 
| ed by union officers and by officers of 
'the army. The demand of the secre- 
tary of war for the surrender of arms 
will be explained to the strikers in 
their various languages, Diamond! 
and they will be urged to 
deliver up their guns. Diamond said 
he thought a formal vote would not 
be taken, but that each man would 
be left to make his own decision. 

Colonel Lockett declined to say 
what measures he would take if the 
men failed to turn in the guns. Hol- 
brook announced that Lockett would 
proceed with the work of disarma- 
Ment “as rapidly as conditions 
justify.” 

It is understood that Lockett will 
assign officers to have charge of the 
receiving arms at various central 
points in the strfke district. Fach 
man will get a receipt for his gun. 
Union leaders say they have reccive!l 
fo assurance that the arms ever will 
be returned. Many of the arms of 
the’ mine guards already are in the 
possession of United States troops 
and it is reported guns at various 
mines are ready to be turned over.

The Columbian was bound for New 
York from Antwerp with a general 
cargo. She had no passengers. 

All the east and west-bound steam- 
ships were notified of the disaster 
and urged to be on the lookout for 
with survivors. The static 
conditions were bad and the wireless 
worked poorly. 

The latést word from the burning 
steamer came from the Seydlitz, 
which had stood by for twenty-four 
hours after discovering the wreck. 
‘This message stated that the vessel 
was aflame throughout and that the 
funnel and foremast had gone by the 
board. 

There is little doubt that the Co- 
lumbian, central figure in several 
dramatic incidents at sea, will be 
burned beyond salvage and will prob- 
ably go to the bottom of the ocean. 

The last direct message from the 
burning ship had been received Mon- 
day. It was a faint message, picked 
up by the Sable island radio station, 
and said: “We are on fire, hurry up.” 
The code letters of the ship were 
blurred and could not be distin- 
guished. The calls ceased abruptly 
and nothing more was known of the 
tate of the ship until the Seydlitz re- 
ported finding the blazing and aban- 
doned hulk. 

The Franconia’s message does not 
State the exact position where she 
picked up the boat with the thirteen 
survivors and the body of the chief 
steward, stating it as about 600 miles 
east of Boston lightship. 

The survivors had been in the small 
boat at the mercy of the cold and 
sea for forty hours and had suffered 
terribly from the exposure. Their 
exhaustion was so great that it was 
impossible to obtain a coherent story 
trom them several hours after their 
rescue. 

The Columbian caught fire Sunday 
night, when about 500 miles south of 
Cape Rate. A series of violent ex- 
plosions followed almost immediate- 
ly. Captain MeDonald gave orders tc 
the wireless operator, James Drohan, 
to send out calls for assistance, with 
the information that the ship was 
afire. 

Drohan was flashing out one of 
these cries for aid, when an explosion 
destroyed the wireless apparatus and 
the Columbian was cut off from com- 
munication with nearby, ocean liners 
which might have lent succor.

Tax Levy Must Provide for 
Current Expenses 


It looks as though it would be nec- 
essary for the Mayor ‘to send a supple- 
mentary budget to the City Council 
at an early date. There are two mat- 
ters at least that will have to be pro- 
vided for. One of these is the three 
additional firemen, who have not as 
yet been appointed, but may be any 
day, and the second is the matter of 
the tractor truck. ’ 

No funds were provided in the budg- 
et for the salary of these three men 
and under the new law of 1913 the city 
can not issue a loan to purchase a 
tractor.

Lord, that signatures had been se- 
cured, they left for their work with- 
out delay. By noon very few men 
were at headquarters.

While he talked in a voice that was 
not audible at the rear of the room 
his answers were direct and to the 
point. 

Rose told how he watched Becker 
raid Rosenthal’s place; how Becker 
met Rosenthal later in the back room 
of a saloon and pleaded necessity for 
the raid. Becker told Rosenthal, said 
Rose, that he would save Rosenthal’s 
roulette wheels captured in the raid, 
remove a policeman on guard in Ro- 
| senthal’s place, “and let him go 
ahead,” provided Rosenthal would 
waixe examination in police court. 
Becker, said Rose, told him he would 
get Rosenthal later on. 

Rose said Becker declared Rosen- 
thal answered: “You get me clear and 
it will be all right. But if you fall 
down I'!l never stop till I get you.” 

Rose next told how 
that Rosenthal, angered at destruc- 
tion of his gambling paraphernalia 
despite Becker’s promise to save it, 
sought several magistrates and the 
district attorney to “squeal” for re- 
venge. 

It was at this time, said Rose, that 
Becker “got ugly” and refused to have 
further dealings with Rosenthal look- 
ing toward peace. 


Becker, he said, proposed

opium to the slaves of the habit of 
New York’s Chinatown, 
gambler remained unperturbed. 
Rose's expression never changed 
during all the grilling.

He showed no fear, no emo- 
tion and no remorse, except On one 
occasion. Then he said his conscience 
pricked him when he thought over how 
he had plotted to have Herman 
Rosenthal murdered.

Brute New Character.

‘DISPOSITION NOW THE BEST 


Described as a Human Being of the 
Lowest Order When Put In Prison, 
Undergoes Magic Transformation and 
May Get Pardon—Blow Held Re- 
sponsible For Condition. 


At the direction of the New Jersey 
court of pardons a full investigation is 
being made into the strange case of 
Jonas Szikely, confined in the state 
prison at Trenton, and as a result it is 
possible that at the next term of court 
the man may receive a pardon. The 
account of the operation on Szikeiy’s 
brain a few months ago caused a sen-

Blow on Head Caused Injury. 

“He had received a terrible blow on 
the back of his head near the top. 
which had been inflicted, as the prison 
authorities understood, in the struggle 
| during which the murder was commit- 
ted. 

“During nearly three years after be- 
ing received at the prison he was kept 
under close guard, and, while he seem- 
ed never to have exhibited any dispo 
sition to injure any one, he looked and 
acted like such a typical brute that the 
authorities never felt disposed to take 
chances with him. During all of this 
time the prisoner would frequently and 
suddenly cry out, although he gave no 
other indications of having any local- 
ized pain. 

“About six or eight months ago the 
visiting physician, Dr. Martin W. Red- 
dan, decided to operate by removing 
part of the skull to see if there had 
been a splinter of bone driven in at 
the time he received the blow on the 
head so that it pressed upon the brain. 
The operation wus performed, the 
splinter of bone was found and removy- 
ed, thus relieving the pressure, and as 
the patient was coming out of ether 
the attendants were astounded to hear 
him utter fragments of the English 
language, which, since he had come to 
prison, no one had ever heard him 
speak, and upon his entirely coming 
out from the influence of ether and re- 
covering the surgeon and all the pris- 
on authorties were wonderfully sur 
prised to find that. instead of the 
brute features and expression of be- 
fore the operation, the man now ex- 
hibited a bright, kindly. humane coun- 
tenance, quite intelligent, and has 
since shown one of the kindest dispo- 
sitions to be found anywhere. 


Ignorant of Subsequent Events. 

“He is constantly helping everybody, 
doing little things for the other pris- 
oners’ comfort and working with per- 
fect obedience and cheerfulness, so 
that everybody, prisoners and authori- 
ties alike, have become particularly 
fond of him. 

“He has no recollection of anything 
which bas happened since be had the 
impression, as he was going home 
from his work, that he was _ being 
‘held up’ until he cume out of the ether 
after the operation. 

“He knows nothing of his trial, noth 
ing of the struggle at the time the 
murder was committed. never beard 
the name of the man who was killed. 
does not know how many men took 
part in the struggle uor anything 
feat the events of bis arrest, trial, 
iepacie tion and inearceration. 

“From the representations made by 
the surgeon and by the prison authori- 
ties. your committee think it was quite 
possible that this man may, by the 
blow received at the time the struggle 
commenced wherein a man was killed, 
have been at once transformed from a 
conscions, responsible human being 
inte the irresvonsible condition under 
which he has existed up to the time 
of the operation and that while in that 
condition may have killed 2 man and 
been tried and convicted without any 
one realizing bis mental irresponsibil- 
ity. If this is so. of course, no murder 
Was committed, and now that the man 
has been restored to himself be should 
receive a full pardon.”

Te was appoiated minister of 
Argentina in Washington in 1911. 

Eduardo Suarez Mujiea is a native 
of Santiago, Chile, and studied law at 
the National university. Soon after ob- 
taining his degree he received a post 
in the office of the minister of foreign 
affairs, and soon afterward was made 
assistant secretary of state. While 
thus in close touch with diplomatic life 
he had numerous intricate internation- 
&! problems to handle. He was called 
to become the intendente of the prov- 
ince of Altacama. which he later rep 
resented in the national congress. In 
1908S the late President Montt gave him 
the portfotius of justice and public in 
struction. Senor Mujica entered the 
diplomatic service of Chile in 1900.

STORY OF ROSE 
CORROBORATED 


‘Startling Admissions by Widow.

CONFESSES HUSBAND'S GUILT 


' Backs Up Testimony That Gunmen 
| Took Tip From “Bald Jack” to Kill 
Rosenthal—Saw Husband Give 
| Them Money and Lied to Save Him 
From Death—Becker Is Hard Hit 


| New York, May 16.—Breaking the 


| 

silence beyond the electric chair, 
; Mrs. Lillian Rosenberg, widow of 
“Lefty Louie,” the gunman, virtu- 


ally confessed her husband’s part in 
the killing of Herman Rosénthal in 
testifying at the trial of Charles 
Becker, who is charged with the same 
crime. 

She was the people’s witness, and 
her startling admissions created the 
first big sensation of the trial and 
brought gloom to the Becker camp. 

The prosecution’s promise of new 
corroboration of “Bald Jack” Rose’s 

story of the murder plot was force- 
tully realized. The gunmen’s widow 
testitied that Rose came as Becker’s 
agent to the apartment where she and 
her hus¥and lived and told “Lefty 
Louie” that the only way he could 
keep Becker from “framing up” him- 
self and the other gunmen for carry- 
ing concealed weapons.was to kill 
Hosenthal. Subsequent events showed 
that the gunmen took Rose’s tip. 

“I lied to save my husband,” she 
told Lawyer Manton, Becker's chief 
counsel, when he pointed to the rec- 
ord of her testimony at the gunmen’s 
trial which showed that she denied 
she heard any talk about Becker, or 
killing Rosenthal, between Rose and 
“Lefty Louie.” 

Inadvertently, counsel for the de- 
fense emphasized the damaging na- 
ture of her testimony when he sought 
to discredit the witness by asking her 
it she had ever told it to any one else 
beside the district attorney. 

“I told Rabbi Kopfstein,” she said, 
,"and I promised my husband——” 

Her answer was cut off at this 
point with an objection by Manton. 

Rabbi Kopfstein walked with “Lefty 
Louie” to the electric chair. He {8 
rabbi of the Bronx synagogue, where 
the parents of the dead gunman wor- 
ship. 

The gunman’s widow furnished an- 
other prop for Rose’s story by testify- 
ing that on the evening after the mur- 
der “Lefty Louie” came home with a 
package of money, and she practi- 
cally saw him distribute it among 
the other gunmen, all of whom were 
there. That night, she said, they 
“packed up their things” and ieft the 
city. 

In direct examination yesterday 
Harry Vallon corroborated the main 
points of Rose’s story, and was then 
turned over to the defense. He ad- 
mitted under cross examination that 
,he had known Rosenthal for fifteen 
years and that they had had a dis- 
agreement six months before Rosen- 
thal was murdered. The witness de- 
nied, however, that he had quarrelled 
with Rosenthal. It 1s a contention of 
the defense that Rosenthal was a vic- 
tim of a gamblers’ quarrel. 

It was a big day for the prosecu- 
tion. The added strength to the case 
against Becker, over that presented 
by the people at the first trial, began 
to show. Beyond the shadow cast 
over the defendant by the wife of the 
dead Rosenberg lurked another fore- 
boding influence in the testimony of 
George H. Young, formerly secretary 
to George Dougherty, second deputy 
police commissioner under Rhineland- 
er Waldo. 
| Young almost clinched the conten- 
tion of the prosecution that Becker 
made no effort to apprehend Rose 
when he knew the police and the dis- 
trict attorney were looking for him 
after the murder, and when he 
(Becker) also knew Rose was hiding 
at the time in the home of Harry 
Pollock.

Evidently provoked because Chief 
Billings of the Fire Department had 
given the newspaper men of the city 
the information on Friday of the 
three men appointed to the permanent 
fire department, the Mayor on Satur- 
day notified Chief Billings that he had 
been suspended until May 20.

BENJAMIN KING 
PASSES AWAY 


Was Curator of Birthplace of 
President Adams 


——— 

Benjamin King, a veteran railroad 
man, a veteran Odd Fellow, veteran 
reman and one of the best knowr 
residents of Wollaston, passed peace- 
fully away this morning at his home. 


Mr. King has been complaining of 
trouble about the heart for several 
days. This morning he arose as 


usual and had _ breakfast. After 
breakfast he went to his room and laid 
down and passed into a peaceful 

sleep from which he did not awake. 
He was found sometime later, and his 
son Samuel M. King, notified. 

| Mr. King was born in Boston, Aug. 
4, 1832. He spent his younger days 
‘about his native place and was edu- 
| cated in the public schools of Boston. 
Leaving school he entered the em- 
| ploy of the old Boston & Albany rail- 
‘road as a fireman. While engaged 
las such he was in an accident during 
which his engine left the iron and 
toppled over onto Mr. King. It was 
thought that he was fatally injured 
but later recovered. 

He never returned to the locomotive 
cab, however, but returned to the rail- 
road and was employed in the shops 
for 54 years. It was while thus em- 
ployed that he became a member of 
the Boston fire department and was 
captain of Hose 2, located on Hudson 
street. He did gallant work while a 
member of the Boston fire department 
and was a member of the Veteran Fire 
mans association of that city until it 
went out of existence. 

It was during the war times that he 
was connected with the Boston Fire 
department and during the great fire 
in Boston in 1872, although not then 
a member of the department the old 
spirit was still with him and putting 
on his veteran firemans badge he re- 
ported to District Chief Regan for 
duty and was assigned to take charge 
of the out of town firemen at the fire 
in the Brown & Durrell building. 
This duty he faithfully performed. 

He came to Quincy in 1871 and has 
since made this city his home. He 
was appointed an assistant engineer 
of the fire department of the city and 


are! served during the years 1886 and 1887. 


For several past he has had 


years 
John Quincy Adams for the Quincy 
Historical society. 

Mr. King was for some years a 
member of the Board of Managers of 
Public Burial Places of this city, hav- 
ing been first appointed in 1898. He 
was also at one time sexton of the 
Wollaston Congregational church. 

Mr. King was also a veteran Odd 
Fellaw being a member of Tremont 
lodge for fifty years and Trimount 
encampment of Boston. 

He was very much interested in 
music and for many years sang in 
church at Wollaston. Funeral ser- 
vices will be held Wednesday from 
the home of his son 245 South Central 
avenue, Wollaston at 2 o'clock. 

He leaves one son, Samuel M. King.

Huerta’s other conditions are: That 
Carranza shall not be chosen to suc- 
ceed him; that Huerta shall have a 
voice in the choice of his successor; 
that Huerta be allowed to run for 
president in the July elections, and 
that the Americans evacuate Vera 
Cruz. 

How Money Will Be Spent 

The proposition for an American 
loan, it is said, contemplates expend- 
iture of the $400,000,000 under su- 
pervision of a commission of two 
Americans, two Mexicans, one repre- 
sentative of France and one of Ger- , 
many. 

The Magdalena bay lease is said to 
contemplate a ninety-nine-year rental 
with a payment of $1,000,000 yearly. 

It is understood that Huerta is sug- | 
gesting that Asiatics shall be forbid- 
den to colonize in Mexico,

No-License Communities Must Allow 
Liquor to Come In 

Boston, May 20.—One or more per- 

mits to transport intoxicating liquors 

must be granted 

every no-license city or town in this 

state to expressmen or express com- 


panies, says the supreme court, full 
bench. 
This decision is made on the peti- 


tion of Arthur L. Rea & Co. for a 
mandamus order to compel the alder- 
men of Kverett to grant such a per- 
mit. The full bench holds the word 
“shall” in statute 1906, chap. 421, 
sec. 2, is mandatory, not discretion- 
ary. 

“The object of the Hquor law,” 
says the opinion, “has been to con- 
trol the sale and transportation, not 
the consumption. The legislature has 
sought to control such transportation 
to prevent illegal sales or Keeping, 
and has shown no purpose of confer- 
ring discretionary powers on officers 
of no-license communities to prohibit 
transportation of liquors for hire.”

Some of these valuable banners 
had become piles of rags, but Mrs. 
Fowler put them in alinost perfect con- 
dition. 

“I judge that it will take six weeks 
to preserve the McHenry flag,” said 
she. “We do not ‘restore’ the war ban- 
ners, but put them in shape to defy the 
test of time. No effort is made to 
patch In missing pieces, but only to 
render the remainder of the flags dura- 
ble and to bring out all the original 
colors and designs with silk thread 
sewing. 

“The work might well be called hand 
tapestry. When I find the heraldic de- 
signs and figures almost obliterated I 
ascertain the original colors, match 
them in silks and stitch back the ple- 
tures. 

“The chief difficulty I have encoun 
tered is to find some cloth with which 
to back the flags, for they must all 
be hung on some extremely strong and 
durable material. In the British mu 
seum I saw the famous Bayeux tapes- 
try. which dates back to the time of

Rey. Dr. Washington Gladden of 
Columbus, O., addressing the national 

vspaper conference at Lawrence,

that peace and order and prosperity 
restored to this unhappy

“We supported Porfirio Diaz until | 
his fall believing that his beneficent 


dictatorship was bringing wealth and | 


stability to a nation that through the 
centuries had know nothing but 
yolution and poverty. Education and 
broadening occupation were gradually 
fitting more of the people for greater 
exercise of political rights. 

“We supported Madero writing col- 
umns of editorials and printing pages 
of news matter, urging patience upon 
the Mexican people for the develop- 
ment of his program and it was not 
until evidence of the corruption sur- 
rounding his administration became 
so notorious and he himself began with 
weak and inefficient hands to attempt 
the role of dictator, that we opposed 
him.
